Just for the fun of it, and to keep our rea- 
ders amused or alarmed as the case may be, we 
have exercised our imagination during the past 
week, to see if we can guess what the 1957 ex- 
penses of the town will be.

TOWN NOTES 


Weather 

Let us say that the Old Fam- 
ers Almanac was pretty near 
right, for the first part of 
January - you may remember how 
we pointed out its errors for 
December. 

From the 11th of January to 
the 22nd of January the pre- 
diction was ‘Never above twen- 
ty, blows a-plenty. Three days 
cold, three days colder’. 

On the 11th of January it was 
minus 7 degrees at the Browm’s 
Crossing Pumping Station. It* 
did get up to 33 on the 13th., 
but other than that the temp- 
erature was way down all the 
time - with the coldest being 
minus 21 on the 18th - the low 
point since 1938, ‘ 

Frozen Pipes 

Every time there is a real 
cold snap the papers are fill- 
ed with stories about fires 
that start when the water 
mains freeze. 

So-we checked with our Water 
Department to see how many 
water mains were frozen during 
our week of cold weather. 

The answer, we re glad to 
learn was None. It seems as 
though the Water Department 
hasn’ t had a frozen main since 
1934, In that year there were 
three mains that froze - all 
six inch mains, and all at the 
end of a line. 

There were seven calls from 
householders who were frozen 
out, as the saying is - three 
of them had their water lines { 
freeze between the water main 
and the house, and four of the 
calls were for water lines 
that froze in the cellar. 

Too Cold to Snow 

One thing that was disproved 
during the past week was the 
old agage about it being ‘Too 1 
Cold to Sow . 

On the 16th the thermometer 
at the pumping station was 2 7 
degrees at 7 am., and on the 
17th the temperature was minus
